Irresponsible Office Seeking against the town; these are their chief 
duties. The Overseers of the Poor have 
charge of the town farm, they distribute 
aid to needy persons and pass final 
judgment on all matters relating to 
the indigent and helpless in the town. 
The Assessors are charged with the 
raising by taxation of the money to 
conduct the business of the town. 
They will place values, this fiscal year, 
on about thirteen millions of doll: rs 
worth of real and personal property, and 
make assessments on perhaps a million 
dollars worth of property never before 
assessed. 

Most of us are all too unmindful of 
these facts and that is why public 
offices are all too frequently filled by 
the incompetent. Of course there can 
readily be cited instances where com- 
paratively unknown men have had 
great responsibilities thrust on them and 
they have risen to great heights, but 
these instances are the rare exception; 
rare enough to be exceedingly notable. 

Andover is growing fast and in a very 
unusual manner. The time is past 
when our Selectmen can do their work 
in routine fashion. The problems are 
new, complex, very large, and very im- 
portant, and the handling of the prob- 
lems will test the judgment, tact, 
foresight and prudence of the best man 
the town can sécure.: ‘The responsibility 
for the selection of such a man must be 
taken very seriously by the voters. 


Editorial Cinders 


Four weeks from next Monday 
Andover will hold its annual town 
meeting. It is understood that the 
same plan will be followed this year as 
last, namely: The election will be 
accomplished on the first Monday in 
March, and the warrant will be con- 
sidered on the second Monday. In 
these days of the circulation of nomin- 
ation papers the air is full of rumors of 
the candidacy of many individuals and 
it is more than a little disturbing to find 
many men offering themselves as candi- 
dates for a town office who evidently 
have a very slight conception of the 
duties and responsibilities of the office 
they seek. The legal right of men and 
women to seek office is fully appreci- 
ated and it is in no wise suggested that 
their legal rightsshould be modified or 
limited. However, there is a distinct 
moral side to such a situation, and it 
is only just and fair that a candidate 
for a particular office should be able 
to prove to his fellow citizens that. he 
possesses the ability to administer the 
duties of the office he seeks. 


It is at once admitted that all candi- 
dates for office cannot be expected to go 
about the community describing their 
various abilities and qualifications, but 
on the other hand a man has no right to 
assume that he can administer an 
important executive office for the 
townspeople of Andover when he has 
never had a particle of executive or 
administrative experience in his life. 

The foregoing is exceedingly im- 
portant to consider when one reviews 
the list of men who declare that they 
are candidates for the office of Select- 
man, Assessor and Overseer of the Poor. 
It is rather a curious situation when one 
notes the large list of candidates for 
this office and the dearth of candidates 
for all other offices. Are the duties of 
the above cited office of such a nature 
that any one, be he ever so inexperienced 
and poorly equipped, can fill the office — 
and incidentally draw the salary? 
What are these duties? 

The Selectmen have charge of the 
fire and police departments; they are 
intrusted with the corporate financ- 
ing and make all the grants for location 
of poles, wires, and conduits; they 
grant licenses, appoint various town 
officers, lay out streets and defend suits 


Those of us who believe firmly in the 
story about the groundhog and Candle- 
mas Day went to bed with a chuckle 
last night when we heard the rain patter- 
ing merrily down.

Andover’s New 


Proved by State Board of Health 


_ Unexpected opposition from forces out- 
side the town has arisen in regard to the pro- 
pose extension of Andover’s sewer system 
to the Merrimack River. This, is thought 
to be due to a want of proper understanding 
of the plan, and of the situation now con- 
fronting the town. A report made to the 
Selectmen nearly thirty years ago by the 
Sewerage Commissioners, of which Andover’s 
present Representative was the secretary, 
says:— 

““A second point where sewerage might be 
discharged is at filter beds along the bank of 
the Shawsheen below Frye Village. — There 
is only available land enough to last a few 
years and then the sewer will have to be ex- 
tended to the Merrimack river.” 

Dr. Abbott at this time in his report had a 

lan for this extension, which was ceed 
by the State Department of Health. The 
system has outlived its usefulness even with 

normal growth of the town and with the 
growth during the past three years which has 
been phenomenal. The plan now presented 
is the suggestion of the State Department of 

Health as the only feasible plan, and in going 
to the legislature the town does not ask per- 
mission as a problem of health but only per- 
mission for the raising of the money to finance 
the proposition. : 

A plan has been drawn by Mr. Franklin, 
and another by Weston and Sampson, con- 
sulting engineers, and this plan has been 
approved by the State Se vena of Health 
and its outlet and course through South Law- 
rence by Mayor Mahoney and the City En- 
gineers of Lawrence. So far as the pollution 
of the stream below Lawrence is concerned, 
it is a matter for the State eperaee of 
Health and they have aflirmed that no harm 
will come for at least fifty years and it is well 
known that within that time some other plan 
of disposal willhave been made. 

The criticism that has been voiced is not 
necessarily destructive criticism but only in 
line with the rights accorded every city and 
town to look after its own protection in 
matters of health. When the plan is fully 
understood, it will probably be found that 
there will be no marked difference between 
the new plan and that which has been in op- 
eration for the past ten years or more. 

The filter beds have been inadequate; the 
pump at Marland Village has been practically 
useless, and even with all the extra sewage 
going into the Shawsheen river, that little 
stream has showed no appreciable effect from 
it. Arrangements are now being made by 
Representative Charles E. Abbott whereby 
the committee on Municipal Finance before 
which the public hearing was held at the 
State House is expected to return a favorable 
report on Monday next. see

However, experiments carried 
on by the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture on the Government farm at Belts- 
ville, Md., have shown that cows of average 
production milked at the same hours every 
day produced but slightly more milk and 
slightly less butterfat than those milked at 
random, provided the feeding was done at 
regular times. When the feeding as well as 
the milking was done at random hours the 
cows produced about 5 per cent less of both 
milk and fat.

Plane to Carry Fifty Soldiers. 

The construction of an all metal air- 
plane which shall be the largest of its 
type in the world, is the latest plan of 
the British air ministry. The machine 
is designed to carry 50 fully-armed 
men (approximately a platoon of sol- 
diers). It is proposed to equip It with 
engines of the new semi-Diesel oll 
type.

Relle of Bidnie Age. 

Interesting to amtiquarians is the 
discovery of a cist containing human 
bones, believed to: belong to the 
Bronze age, that has been unearthed 
at Pearniehill sand quarry, near 
Rosyth, Scotland. The cist was found 
about four feet below the surface, 
and consists of slabs of stone, 4 
feet long and 16 to 18 inches in width 
and depth.

Rubber Culture. 

An interesting parallel has been 
drawn between the different varieties 
of rubber trees in the tropics and 
those of maple trees in this country. 
Out of about 1,000 varieties of trees, 
all of which produce more or less rub- 
ber sap, only forty or fifty have been 
found whose product is considered 
commercially valuable. When a would- 
be cultivator of rubber goes to a 
tropical country and sets out a plan- 
tation of rubber trees, which the na- 
tives know do not belong to the right 
variety, he causes amused comment, 
such as would be excited by a South 
American who came to the United 
States and bored holes in soft maples 
with the expectation of obtaining 
sugar sap. Experience has shown 
that excellent rubber trees transplant- 
ed from their native habitat to other 
regions having apparently identical 
soil and climate may flourish in 
growth, yet lose their producing pow- 
er. Rubber culture requires great ex- 
pert knowledge.—Philadelphia Ledger. 


Leopards Not All Tropical, 

When we look at the leopards in a 
menagerie our minds instinctively turn 
to pictures of the hot tropics and the 
torrid lands of the equator. But there 
are leopards that love the snow, and 
never willingly descend below the 
levels where snowstorms occur in sum- 
mer as well as in winter. 

There is at least one specimen in 
this country of the “snow leopard,” 
whose home is among the lofty moun- 
tains about Tibet. Thousands of 
tanned skins of the snow leopard are 
carried to Shanghai for sale, but the 
living animal is rarely seen away from 
his cool mountain home.—New York 
Herald. 


Human “Game Preserve” in Australia. 

In Australia a preserve, or sanc- 
tuary, has been established for the 
benefit of human beings, the remnants 
of a native race that {is still in the 
Stone age of civilization. 

These modern men of the Stone 
age wander over a vast region in the 
arid interior of Australia. About 
their number little is known, but the 
total is estimated at 2,000 or there- 
abouts. Many of them never have 
seen a white man. A large portion of 
this region is practically unexplored 
because of water scarcity and the 
danger of attack by the natives.

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Memories of Greece 


After walking up to the great 
viewing the massive ruins of the old Venetian 
fortress, Mrs. Poynter insisted on 
trying a back street to the harbor and I lost 
that stein of beer.

At the regular meeting of the November 
club held last Monday afternoon, Horace M. 
Poynter spoke on “Some Memories of 
Greece,” sharing with his hearers the pleasure 
he had experienced during his recent travel in 
that country with its beautiful scenery, 
treasures of art and rich historic background. 


Mr. Poynter spoke in part as follows: 


Most of us have, I think, memories of 
Greece, even though the land and people have 
never been seen by us. Recollections of hours 
spent over the mythology or history or the 
first lessons. We recall the brief and uninter- 
esting account of the geography and the 
geology of the country, the early departure of 
the Pelasgians, the three sons of Hellas, who 
begat tribes so very different from one 
another and yet so much alike; the rise of the 
city states, their internecine struggles, ty- 
rants, aristacracies, oligarchies, kings and 
their gallant stand against 
foreign foes, the carrying of the wars to Asia 
and the spreading of Greecian colonies 
throughout the Mediterranean basin. Even 
more vivid are our memories of the ideas 
which we acquired from the authors through 
whose pages we labored in school and 
college and of men whose deeds have been 
heralded through the ages. These are truly 
memories; for we have experienced them 
ourselves and in our minds have recalled 
them again and again and decked them in 
fancy colors as our imaginations played with 
them; yet a trip to Greece itself lends them 
new life and verisimilitude, even though 
Greece of today has but little to suggest the 
glory of her ancient past. 

Athens typifies for us each cit 
e picture her great pu 
ings, her festivals, her theatres, her philoso- 
phers of Academy or of the Porch, her

A marvelous 
piecing together of the countless parts into 
which the brittle and rotten stone was 
broken makes the goddess seem to have 
halted in her flight and,to be actually hover- 
ing above and detatched from the pedistyle; 
the sweep of the air as she flies has swept the 
short tunic back from one leg; it would 
indeed be sweet to be crowned by so vivid a 
goddess. 


Yet even this great work passes from mind 
as one enters the room reserved for the 
Hermes. Often as we have seen it repro- 
duced in plaster and in marble and bronze or 
in photographs, nothing gives the force of 
its perfection of workmanship and of beauty. 
The god has flung his cloak on the stump of a 
tree and rests his left arm on the same; on 
the arm sits the infant Bacchus, reaching his 
baby hands toward an object held by the 
god. On the left side the god seems to smile 
slightly at the child’s eagerness; on the 
right there appears no smile, but a calm, be- 
fitting . Iam sure that no one could 
stand before that marble without a sense of 
divinity entering his soul; and it is worth the 
trip to Greece, just the sight of that one 
statue, 

New Corinth welcomed us_ heartily,

of freedmen; it soon regained a commercial 
importance, but never its beauty. In 1458 
the Turks seized the Akrocorinthus, from 
them it was captured by the Venetians in 
1687 and from 1715 it was again in Turkish 
control until the liberation of Greece. Of 
the buildings other than public nothing sur- 
vives and but little of the latter. A paved 
road leads to the gateway of the city wall; 
colonades and shops lined this passage and 
one or two are still almost intact. The

Towering above the scanty ruins of Cor- 
inth is the Akrocorinthus.

Few traces of the old 
Greek foundations are to be found by those 
experienced enough to know them—I 
wasn’t — but with the aid of the all inform- 
ing Baedeker we reached the summit which 
was once the site of the famous or rather 
infamous temple of Aphrodite; not a block 
remains today, unless a much worn drum or 
two of some column was once a part. But 
the view! One can understand the tempta- 
tion of being taken we into a high mountain. 
Northward, range the high mountains of 
central Hellas fabled in history and Parnassus 
shows its snowy cap quite closely. The blue 
gulf lies in the cradle formed by the mountain 
ranges to north and south while to the east 
one sees Aegina, Salamis and the coast line 
of Attica. Within the fortress were flocks 
of goats and sheep grazing with their fierce 
dogs and their dirty but picturesque herds- 
men. It is not a time for speech; one 
wishes but to gaze and drink in the scene, 
which has been so often imagined. 

Of the railway ride the next day I recall 
but little save a slowly shifting panorama of 
mountains snow clad and bare hills and

History of White Pine Blister Rust and 
Its Control 


White Pine Blister Rust was first known 
to have in the Baltic Provinces of 
European Russia, in the year 1854. It spread 
in the White Pine growing, temperate zone 
and found its extreme eastern limit in 
Japan. It spread so rapidl through north- 
ern Europe that White e ceased to be 
of importance eae oem methods could 

rfected and applied. 

be OO, it was found in the United States. 
It is now prevalent in all New England, New 
York, Pennsylvania, the Great Lake States, 
and in 1922 was found on the Pacific Coast 
in the state of Washington. In New ny 
land its spread is at the rate of about 10% 
per year. It attacks White Pine in all stages 
of growth but is particularly fatal to young 
trees and there can be no reproduction where 
Blister Rust is present. : en 

Blister Rust is a plant disease which is 
caused by the growth of a parasitic fungus 
within the inner bark of white pine trees. 
The fungus is peculiar, in that it can not 
spread directly from one pine to another pine, 
but must through certain intermediate 
stages of Savelo ~ rat the leaf tissues of 

rrant or goose shes. 

“Blister Rust ic tanamisted by means of 
minute seedlike structures called spores, 
which are blown about by the wind. ere 
are three distinct types of these spores which 
function in the spread of the disease. The 
first type is produced on diseased pines early 
in the Spring and has a known istribution 
of seven miles. These spores transmit the 
disease to currant and gooseberry leaves upon 
the under side of which a second type of spore 
is produced. This second stage reproduces 
itself at intervals throughout the summer on 
the currant and gooseberry leaves and in the 
late summer a third stage appears on the 
leaves. The spores of this third type trans- 
mit the disease back to pine trees. ‘This t 
on account of its delicate structure can, in 
its flight through the air, live but about eight 
minutes and can therefore travel, under the 
most favorable conditions, only about 900 
eet. : ; 
: The critical point in the so called life his- 
tory of the fungus is that it can not propa- 
gate itself upon one host, but requires two 
distinct hosts. It is apparent, therefore that 
if the two sets of host plant are separated 
widely enough, so that the spores produced 
upon one cannot reach the other, the dis- 
ease cannot spread. Control therefore in- 
volves the elimination of the inferior host 
and the one whose spores are the least widely 
distributed, namely, currants and goose- 
beth Massachusetts Department of Agri- 
culture and the U.S. i ah ai of Agricul- 
ture, in co-operation with the extension ser- 
vice of the Massachusetts Agricultural 
College, are at the present time conducting 
an educational campaign for the purpose of 
disseminating information concerning the 
disease; to demonstrate successful methods 
of its control, and to enlist the concerted 
action of pine owners in the removal of cur- 
rant and gooseberry bushes in the pine grow- 
ing sections. In conducting this campaign, a 
representative has been assigned to each of 
the important pine counties in the state. In 
Essex County the plan has been in operation 
since May 1st,1922 and much valuable work

Study of Dreams. 

Much valuable information as to the 
mental makeup of a child could be ob- 
tained from a study of his dreams, Dr.

Doctor 
Kimmins emphasized the danger of 
extravagant hopes in regard to the 
use of psycho-analysis for educational 
purposes, which might lead to an in- 
finite amount of harm. 


Natural Pipe Line. 

In the city of Bath, Maine, while 
workmen were busy recently quarry- 
ing out stone for a stone crusher, they 
uncovered, at a depth of about 20 feet 
from the surface a water conduit about 
three feet wide and two feet high. This 
conduit is in the solid ledge, has been 
opened up for a distance of 200 feet 
and is of uniform diameter the eatire 
way. The four sides are corrugated 
deeply, showing that at some time 
water ran through it at great pressure 
Many people have visited the interest 
ing spot, as very few have ever before 
seen one of nature’s pipe lines ex- 
posed.—Scientific American.
